Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to claim 1 includes the new limitation "manually operable stop mechanism" and 
claim 18 includes the new limitation "stop mechanism configured to selectively control the vacuum" which would require a further 
consideration and/or search. Furthermore, the Examiner considers Brown to meet the proposed claim language in that the wire disclosed 
is manually operable and reduces the inner diameter of the lumen by filling space within the inner lumen as the wire is being activated.
